Duties and Minos- 

Yesterday we published a commu- 
nioatioQ in which the pernicious benr- 
ingof the customs tariff, as it now 
stands, upon the mining intoroBta of 
this Province was forcibly pointed out. 
It must be confessed that tho tariff 
lully justifies the complaint; for under 
the head of "Goods paying 16 2-8 per 
cent, ad valorem," will be found the 
groat bulk of tho machinery, imple- 
mouts and appliances employed in 
dovoloping the mineral wealth of the 
country. It is perfectly clear that the 
imposition of ho heavy a duty upon 
these articles was designed for a con- 
dition of things essentially difToront 
from that existing hero. In the older 
Provinces everything of the kind is 
manufactured; and to such a point 
have these manufactures attained that 
there is little occasion for socking a 
supply from abroad. Even in the 
smaller Provinces, ^Yhero manufactures 
of this description have nmilo lets 
headway, little or no hardship will 
be experienced under the heavy tariff, 
iuQsmucb as every convenience exists 
for obtaining supplies from the neigh- 
bouring and more advanced manufac- 
turing Provinces. Over hero, on the 
Pacific, however, all these conditions 
are changed. British Columbia does 
not yet manufacture these things; or 
if she does, itis upon such a scale as 
leaves her still to import tho great 
bulk of what she requires. Could she, 
like other Provinces, avail hei self of 
the manufactures of hormore advanced 
Bisters, tho hardship would bo com- 
paratively slight. J3ut considerations 
of distance, difficulties and|expenso 
of transport by existing channels of 
commanication render that practially 
impossible; so that she must even sub- 
mit to the payment of a crushing im- 
port duty upon the American or Eng- 
lish manufactures. When it is borne 
in mind how much more largely min- 
eral are the interests of British Col- 
umbia than those of the other Pro- 
vinces, it will be seen how unfairly 
Buch a tariff must fall, and how very 
injuriously it must operate upon coal 
mid other mining inlusr s. Moie 
particularly will it be felt upon coal; 
because our coal must seek a market 
in the United States, where it is still 
met with a heavy duty and has there- 
fore to coraploto on unequal terms 
with the domestic coal. Britisli Col- 
umbia coal is, therefore, placed in this 
anomalous position : — It is mined and 
won by machineiy and appliances 
paying a duty of IGj per cent, and it 
is sold in a market where it is mot 
with a duty of ten per cent; and thus 
one of our staple and most important 
industries is taxed at both ends — taxed 
to death 1 There are, doubtless, those 
amongst our readers who have not a 
very vivid conception of the magni- 
tude to which this industry has already 
attained; and, perhaps, still less do 
they realizes tho expansion of which it 
ia capable. How about the remedy? 
for there would be little utility in dis- 
cussing a grievance, were remedy im- 
possible. It appears to us that ttie 
pres mt is a most opportune time for 
considering this matter, when British 
Oolambia it invited J|to readjust 
the Terms of ITnion. Why, for in- 
stance, should it not be arranged 
that, until railw.ij communication 
between British Columbia .ind tho ciiHtern 
Provinces shall ho estiiblishod, mining 
macUinory ami appliimcos and, let us not 
forget to add, agricultural machinery and 
implements may be admitted into this 
Province free of duty, under an Order in 
Council? As has already been intimated, 
the objtMit of levying so heavy a duty 
upon this class of iuijiorts is not to create 
» revenue, but to protect manufactures. 
British Columbio lias not the latter to 
protect, and it is harsh and hurtful to 
oompel her unduly to contribnte to the 
former in a way never contemplated and 
ij i nical to tl.o largest and moht impor- 
tant industries of tho country. Thu com- 
pletion of railway communication hiiB 
bean suggcBted as the limit, bucnuse 
•whenever that takes place British Colum- 
bia may reasonably bo expected either to 
have oavaooed in mannfaotures herself or 
lobooomeacnUomer of ber moro advanced 
•isters. By i-irilcr in Council is suggest- 
ed aa the mode, because loss open to con- 
stitutional objections than any intcrfor- 
•nce with the uniformity of the Federal 
Tariff, and because such is iho usual 
mode by which o^cccptions are made. It 
is iu the iatf rest of this Province, and it 
is not inimical to tho interesta of the Do- 
minion, that some arrangimiunt such M 
•wo have only hurriedly and imporfoclly 
outlined, shoi 1 1 bo carried into imme- 
diate effect; aud wo aro disposed to think 
that, if tho matter wore properly present- 
ed to the Federal authorities, there would 
be little difficulty in having it arranged.

In tho latter iJ.u t of 1S71, au .•Vinericiai 
gontleuiau, Mr. Aslibury Ilarpoiuliiig, 
ouino to England for tho purpose of sell- 
ing certain minoa in Nevada. He culled 
these treasures"the Mineral Hill Mines, ' 
and he represented that they were so rich 
that more than X200,000 worth of silver 
ore lay on tho top of the ground. A Mr. 
F. Doulton introduced Mr. H:n-ponding 
to Mr. Alfred Grant — ho wlio is now Bat- 
on Grant, M. P. fur Kidderminster and 
Lord of Leicester Sciuare. Mr. Grant 
agreed to do tho business, and ho formed 
tt company called tho "•California Mining 
Oouipaiiy," witli a capital of ^>1,0U0,00U. 
lint tiie only sliarehuhlers and directors 
in this company were seven clerks in tho 
employ of Mr. Grant. Ono was the Pres- 
ident, another the Secretary, another tho 
Treasurer, and the other four wore direc- 
tors. This great company was duly reg- 
istered, and on the 14th of May, 1871, an 
agreement was entered into between it 
and Mr. Ilarponding for tho purchase of 
too Mineral liiU niiiies, for tho sum of 
X'2.'?0,OUl), whi'. h was very eheaji, cousid- 
cnug tli:it hiiver ore to llio value 
of X'JUO, 1)1)1) was on the top of tho ground, 
and probably millions below it, This sale 
was dated back to tho 20lh of February'.
